Cr Senator .McBrayer has introduced a resolu- 
tion in the Senate, with a view to the purchase, 
by the State, of valuable puMic documents which 
are not to be found in the State Library or any 
public office of the Government. When the cap 
itol was burned, many years ago, the books and 
public documents contained In the library were 
destroyed. The journals of the Senate and 
of Representatives, from 1792, up to the tinieol 
the burning, including, in all, nearly forty vol- 
umes; and the journals of the Constitutional 
Conventions of 1792 and 1799, were lost, and 
have never been replaced. Nor is there any hope 
of Bnding them unless in the private library of 
the late Capt. Sam. Daviess, who went to much 
trouble and expense to collect every book and 
document relating to the legislative history of 
Kentucky. 

No one can fail to aopreciate the value of these 
important documents. Our library is incomplete 
without them, and every effort should be made to 
procure a complete set. The honor of the State 
demands that we should have in our State Libra 
ry every public document connected with its his- 
tory, and especially the official records of its Leg 
islatures and early Conventions. These old doc 
uments are a part of the State’s history, and as 
they are alieady very scarce, every year that is 
allowed to pass without making an effort to col- 
lect them, and making provision for their safe 
preservation, increases the chances of their total 

loss. Other States have incurred great expense 
to preserve the political and legislative records 
of their early history. Pennsylvania, New York 
and other States, have appropriated iinmenst- 
sums for these purposes, and the collections 
which they have made — specimens of which can 
be seen in our Library — show how careful they 
are to preserve the materials with which to write 
their history. 

The journals of our Slate Legislature, and of 
the Conventions of 1792 and 1799, embrace a very 
important and interesting period in the history of 
our State, and are associated with the names and 
acts of some of our greatest men. Duty to them 
—a proper regard for the memory of these men 
who laid the foundation of our State, and illus- 
trated and sustained its early history — duty to 
ourselves and our posterity, every eondderation 
of State pride, all demand that we should rescue 
and preserve among the archives of our Slate, 
these important records. They are an important 
and necessary part of our State history, and 
should, by all means, be in our State Library. If 
not DOW secured by the State, there is every rea- 
son to fear that they will become scattered and 

lost. And hereafter when the future historian 
of Kentucky searches for the records of its Leg 
islatures. and of the great men who performed 
so important a part in its history, these documents 
will be missing. We have yet had no history 
worthy of the Stale, its people, its statesmen and 
heroes — it is yet to he written— and no paper, no 
document, no record should be lacking, which 
would in any degiee throw light upon any part 
of it. 

There is not in our State Library an official 
copy of the celebrated resolutions of *98-’9, 
which occupy so prominent a part in its political 
history. The journals of the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1792 and 1799, are not there. Surely 
these records should be preserved, not alone for 
their intrinsic value, but for the honor of the 
men who figured so honorably and brilliantly in 
•those movements which formed our great State. 

We hope the Legislature xvill take some steps 
to complete ©ur Library, and inasmuch as the miss- 
ing documents are asacarce as they are valuable; 
ample provision should be made for their preser 
'ration ,

Geological Survey of Rentncky. 

[concluded.] 

In a corresponding geological position in Penn- 
svivania, a sandstone of very similar character 
occurs; buttbe shaly space between it and their 
great caiinel coal horizon is often as much as 
seventy five to one-hundred feet, embracing two 
beds of coal of one to one and a half feet. 

Coal No. d, above the foregoing described sand 
stone hasonly been observed, as yet, satisfactorily 
in. Union county, under the name of the ‘‘Ice-house 
coal.” 'I’be paleontological characters of the 
roof of this coal are, up to the present time, only 
very imperfectly ascertained. It is, as we have 
shown in the previous volume*, a coal perhaps 
better adapted for manufacturing iron than any 
of the coals in the lower five hundred feet of the 
measures, more especially as its hard grey shale 
roof encloses, where it has been opened, good 
bauds of iron ore, of which an analysis is given 
on pages 57 and 58 of the first Geological Report 
The bed of coal ill Pennsylvania corresponds to 
this coal, judging, however, at present, only from 
oi\ler of superposition, appears to be quite a per 
sistent bed of excellent quality, usually about 
three feet thick, but ihickeiiiiig to eight feet on 
Broad 'Pop .Mountain. 

The paleontology of the roof of coal No. A 
seems lo be better defined, at present, by its los- 
nil plants, than any ol the coals of the Western 
Coal Field. They are considered by M. Lc»que 
reux lo be indeniical in species with those found 
in Pennsylvania, over the coal that underlies the 
.Mahoning sandstone, and in the roof of the Pome- 
roy coal of O.iio. 

Since M. Lesquereux left Kentucky he made a 
vi-ii to Ohio for the special purpose of investigat 
ing the true geological horizon of (he Pomeroy 
coal, and has now fully satisfied himself that it is 
propel ly placed below the .Mahoning sandstone, 
and that it is the equivalent of the Giger bed, 
No. 4, of his report of VV estern Kentucky. Uu 
fortunately, .M. Lesquereux did not get a view of 
the coal with (tro clay partings, in the Curlew 
Hill, between the Curlew miues and AMulfJrd’^ 
mines, on the southwest of section 15, T. 3 K. 1 
VV^ of the Ohio river; but there is little doubt, 
wheh its paleontology is investigated, that it will 
prove to be the same bed; the superposition of this 
bed in the series, the clay partings, the underly- 
ing Curlew limestone, and its position below the 
Curlew sandstone, the second principal mass ol 
thick sandstone, above the conglomerate, all 
tending to predict this as its true geological posi 
tion, and if so, then the Curlew sandstone is on 
the geological horizon of the well known Maho- 
ning sandstone of Pennsylvania, which marks the 
base of the “Barren Coal .Measures” ol that State, 
where it is, sometimes, a conglomerate or peb 
bly saudsioue. 

Above this sandstone, in Pennsylvania, there 
are upwards of four hundred feet of strata ex 
tending up to the botfom of the Pittsburg coal, in 
which only thin beds of coal occur that are not 
workable, and hence are dcDominated “Barren 
Coal Measures.” In the corresponding space in 
the Western Coal Measures of Kentucky we find 
a marked difference, in the space of three hun 
dred and forty feet above the top of the Cur 
lew sandstone we have three good CH>als, varying 
ill lliickiicss from three to five feet each; undone 
ol them is one of the most reliable coals in the 
Western Coal Field of Kentucky, and the two 
others are, at least locallvt workable, one being 
three feet and the other four feet. These coals 
lie in the space from the AMain .Miilford coal. No 
9, to the top of the Curlew sandstone. 

The Western Kentucky Coal Field can, there 
fore, haroly be said to have any true Loicer Bai 
ren Coal Measures. 

No. 6 is the coal usually known as the “Little 
Vein” of the Union county series, covered by 
light bluff, schistose, micaceous argillaceous sand 
stone, with the inCervciiiioii of only a few inches 
of somewhat darker shales, lying immediately on 
the coal, which latter, however, a few miles to 
the noithwest, are thicker, and contain some cu 
rious seed vessels and imperfect shells, still uu 
determined. 

.Most of the organic remains hitherto observed 
in the roof of tliis coni are much mutilated, and 
difficult to refer, specifically, to their proper place, 
hence the paleontological evidence in regard to 
the geological horizon of this coal is still indefi 
nite, but it probably represents one of the thin 
coals of the Barren Coal .Measures of Peiinsylvn 
Ilia, and, according to recent observations, by .M 
Lesquereux, the Heiger’s coal at Athens, Ohio. 

Coal No. 7 is but a thin and rather iniperfeci 
seam, yet ia of importance in a practical point ol 
view, on account of the black band horizon which 
it marks. Interstratified in its shale roof is a 
dark, heavy calcareo t'erruginuus bituminous rock, 

, affording, lucally, black band ore. 'J'his geolo 
gical level is marked, paleontologically, by the 
remains of fishes, some of which are very singu 
lar in their structure; but their specific charac 
ter still remains undetermined. I'here arc also 
marine hhells in some of their layers, but those 
collected as yet are mostly fragmentary, among>t 
them is a Bellerophon, perhaps referable to B. 
Munfordientis. 

Nothing has, as yet, been obtained from the 
roof of the water or well coal No. 8. 

The hard black slabby shale over No. 9, or the 
main .Mulford coal, is often vastly rich in shells, 
particularly a species of Avicula, which was hi 
first rclerred lo A. papyracea, hut which is uu 
doubCedly a distinct species, from the straight 
ness of its sides and other characters, described 
in .Mr. Ed. Cox’s paleontological observations 
It has been figured by .Mr. Chapplesmitli, and de 
scribed by Mr. Ed Cox under the name of A. rec 
talateraria. As yet these shales have only yield 
cd to the paleontologist small CalamUieSt men 
liofied in M. Lesquereux’ report, 'i'he remains 
of fi-'hes are also frequent in the shales over this 
coal, but no marked difference has yet been ob 
served between them and those found in a higher 
coal, No. 1 1. 

It was supposed at first that No. 9 coal would 
prove to be the equivalent of the main ^Pittsburg 
coal, but the paleontological investigations ol 
ihUhave not confiriaed this supposition, but raibei 
tend to prove that it ia a coal still higher in the 
series than the main .Mulford, according to rccenf 
observations in Pennsylvania, by .M. Lesquereux. 

No. 10 coal that intervenes bctw*eeu this coal 
and No. 11, referred loin the former report, a« 
the “middle coal,” is not every where pre.sent in 
the Western coal field. It usually lies about 
forty to fifty feet under No. 11, and sixty to 
seventy feet above No. 9. 

All these coals which have been enumerated, 
from No. 1 to No. 12, lie in the space between 
the Anvil sandstone and the conglomerate. 

Where the Coal .Measures are well developed 
— as near the valley of the Ohio river, in Union 
county— the space, including the above coals, 
from No. 1 to 12, betweo the top of the con- 
glomerate and the Anvil sandstone, is about 
nine hundred feet. We must be prepared, how 
ever, to find this space, locally, very much re 
diiced in thickne.ss, especially in some portions 
of the margin of the basin. For instance, the 
paleontological evidence rather goes to show, at 
present, that the coal with clay parting, sixty 
feet below the top of the hill below Hawesville, 
is the equivalent of No. 11 coal of the preced 
in" series, and if so, the corresponding Coal 
.M' tsures are reduced here, on the eastern margin 
of the western coal basin, to two hundred and 
sixty or two hundred and seventy feet; and from 
reports which I have seen of the coal in the 
townships of Wethersfield, Austin, and Canfield, 
in Sumit and Stark counties, in 'Ohio, I am dis- 
posed to believe that there the same Coal .Meas- 
ures will be found to be contracted to nearly 
the same dimensions; and in some of the rich 
Coal Measures of Hopkins county, the thick 
coals lie so close together that 1 believe the 
same space will not be found to exceed more 
than three hundred or four hundred feet. 

So far as the investigations in the Western 
Coal .Measures have been carried, it appears that 
the most reliable and persistent beds of coal, ly- 
ing between the conglomerate, are Nos. 1, 9 and 
11 . 

VV’hcrevcr the strata at the base of the Coal 
Measures arc exfx)8ed in good natural sections the 
survey has been able to detect aud recognize 
Coal No. 1, from the Ohio river, near the mouth 
of Tradewatcr, extending back, south, with an 
easterly tending curvature, through Union, Hop 
kins, the northern confines of Christian, through 
Miiblenburg, into Butler, It is also recognized 

lit volums Geological Report oi Kentucky, page 55 



in Hancock in several places, generally preserv- 
ing a thickness of from three to five feet. It also 
lies deep seated in Henderson county, perhaps 
reaching a thickness of six feet or more. 

No. 9 has been traced through (lenderson, the 
greater part of Union, Hopkins, into Butler, pre- 
serving a thicknes.s of from three to five feet.— 
Over the same ground. No. 11 usually accom 
panics No. 9, attaining a thicknes.s, in Hopkins 
and .Muhlenburg counties, of six to seven and a 
half feet, lying usually from eighty to one hun 
dred feet above it. 

Nos 12, 6, 5, 4. and 3 come next in the order 
of persistency and reliability. 

No. 12 has been observed best developed in 
Hopkins and .Muhlenburg counties, ranging 
u.'>ua)ly from two to four feet, the upper part be- 
ing, however, often a “rash coal,” as already re- 
m.trked 

No. 6 has been recognized, as yet, only in 
Union and Ohio counties. Nos. 5, 4, and 3, only 
in Union county, but it is believed that in the 
prosecution of the survey they will be discovered 
elsewhere. 

The general boundary of the Eastern Kentucky 
coal field is described in the first chapter of the 
third volume, on pages 27, 28, and 29. 

Speaking of the lower beds of coal, of this 
field, we find the following interesting lemarks: 

The lowest co.al, lying between the base of the 
conglomerate and the sub carboniieroiis lime 
stone, will probably be found of workable thick 
n- '‘s along the greater part of its range through 
Rowan, Bath, Estill, and .Madison counties Its 
place can generally easily be discovered by the 
co.ll dirt, streaks of fire clay, or springs of water, 
th .^1 appear some fifteen or twenty feet above the 
top surface of the sub-carhoniferous limestone. 

I'hroughout the same extent of country, there will 
usually be found a valuable bed of iron ore of the 
limonite and carbonate varieties, reposing iuime- 
diately on the upper surface of the sub-carboiiif 
erous limestone, conforming with its elevations 
and depressions; in this respect, differing entirely 
in its position from the deposites of hematitic and 
hydrated oxides, which have been described in 
the First Report, occuning associated with the 
sub carboniferous limestone, in the western coun 
lies, near the Cumberland river. 

rhe Coal .Measures, in Morgan county, have 
been further explored, since the appearance of 
the first volume, especially on the Elk, Canej, 
and main fork of the Licking, as high as West 
Liberty. The most interesting features in the 
geology of this part of the country are the iium 
erons outcrops of Caoiiel c<*al. Tlie main bed 
lies towards the base of ilie hills, and sometimes, 
immediately in the channel of itie stream, and ia 
rumposed almost entirely of this variety of coal, 
which varies from thirty to fitty inches in thick- 
ness. There is another bi ll, the upper fourteen 
inches of which is also cannel coal This bed 
lies, usually, high in the hills, some three hundred 
feet above the main canuel bed. It is probable 
that the high bed of coal may prove to be the 
equivalent of No 11 coal of the VV’ estern Coal 
field. 

The fourth chapter of both the second and third 
volumes comprise deuils, so far as collected, on 
the Stratigraphical Geology of the different 
counties not previously reported on in the first 
volume. 

Ample and full details of all the soils, miner- 
als, ores, rocks, &c., so far as analyzed, will be 
found in (he able, laborious, and voluminous Re- 
port of Dr. Robert Peter, the Chemical Assist- 
ant to the Survey, and general remarks on the 
same subject, will he found, nut only in the chap 
ter on .Agriculture, already designated, but in Dr. 
D. D. Owe.n’s Report, in chapters three aud four, 
of both the second and third volumes. 

The details of the Topogra^ical work are 
comprised in the Report of Mr. S. S. Lyom, the 
Topographical Assistant to the Survey, illustrated 
bv numerous sections and diagrams of the strati 
fication of the coal measures in Hopkins and 
Greenup counties. That Report supplies a great 
amount of useful local information to the inhab- 
itants of these counties, and exhibits their won- 
derful productiveness in coal andiron ores. Hop- 
kins county has proved to be one of the richest 
counties in the State in the extent, great thick- 
ness and qualities of it.s coal, while almost every 
hill in Greenup affords more or less iron ore, al- 
ternating in coal meusures. 

Two beautiful copper plate maps, the one of 
Hopkins, and embracing portions of vluhlenburg 
and Christian counties; the other of Greenup, 
and a portion of Carter, will accompany the third 
volume, besides ten plates of organic remains, 
being the commencement of the description of 
the numerous fossils which are so characteristic 
of the rocks of Kentucky. 

The maps are on a scale of 1-100,000, laid off 
into sections and townships, and the hill work 
represented by lines of equal altitude. The lines 
of the survey have been run, not only with refer- 
ence to the geological formation of the county, 
but also to their main topographical features, 
forming most elegant sectional maps of the coun- 
ties, very clear and distinct, and on a scale on 
which all points of importance can be laid down, 
since they are nearly four times the size of the 
counties as represented on Milne and Bruder's 
map of 1852, and equally as correct as the Gov 
ernment sectionized map of the older States of 
the Union. 

The following extract from the concluding i^- 
marks of Dr. Owen’s Report, shows the present 
condition of the Survey; what has been done, 
and what still remains to be accomplished: 

Every county in the State has now received a 
general geological examination. The detailed 
survey has been extended over Union, Hopkins, 
Greenup, and part of Hancock, a small portion 
of Crittenden, Christian, Carter, and Lawrence. 
The base line will, it is hoped, be extended, by 
the close of* this season’s field work, about eighty 
to one hundred miles from the mouth of High- 
land creek, in a due east course through the 
State. 

If we were in posses.sionof a correct geograph- 
ical map of the entire State, the geological data 
now collected would enable me to lay dowi,, with 
approximate general accuracy, the boundaries of 
the different formations, but not all the meanders 
of the same, except in the counties which have 
received a special geologico-topographical sur- 
vey. 

To complete the outline of the western coal 
field it is now only necessary to connect the sur- 
veys on the confines of Hopkins and .Muhlenburg 
with those made this season in Hancock, through 
Muhlenburg, Ohio, parts of Butler, Edmonson, 
Grayson, and Breckinridge counties. This might 
be accomplished in the course of two years more, 
with sufficient force. 

To complete the outline of the eastern coal 
field, from the surveys on the edge of Greenup 
and Carter, to the Tennessee line, through Car 
ter, Morgan, the edge of Bath, Montgomery, Es 
till, Owsley, .Madiaon, Roc kcastle, Lmirel, Pu- 
laski, Wayne, and Clinton, would require a long- 
er period, because the distance and area is 
greater, and the country much more difficult to 
survey, and more mountainous. 

In the further prosecution of the Geological 
survey, there is no doubt that (he first and most 
important work to be done, is the further exten 
sion of the lines defining, topographically, the 
precise boundaries of her two coal fields, aiid sur 
veying, simultaneously, the beds of coal andHron 
ore lying adjacent to those lines. Next inorder, 
should come the filling up of the topographical 
work still lacking in the interior of the ooal fields. 
This would comprise, in the western coal fieW, 
the whole of the counties of Henderson aod Da- 
viess, and the portions of Ohio, Muhlenburg, and 
Grayson, lying within the marginal survey. In 
the eastern coal field, Breathitt, Floyd, Pike, 
Letcher, Perry, Harlan. Clay, Knox, Whitley, 
and the parts of Carter, Morgan, Owsley, Laurel, 
and Pulaski, which might lie withio the margin- 



al survey. After that would come the surrey 
along the boundary lines between the formations 
belonging to the sub carboniferous, Devonian, 
Upper, Lower Silurian, extending through the 
oouiitics of Lewis, Flemiitg, Bath, Munt^omery, 
Estill, Madison, Garrard, Lincoln, Casey, Russell, 
Cumberland, Taylor, M.inon, Larue, Nelson, 
Bullitt, and Jefferson. These are the counties 
which require especially to be topographically 
surveyed, in order to be able to construct a relia 
ble geological map of Kentucky, one of the great 
ulterior objects of the survey. 

The base line is now carried entirely across the 
western coal field, affording now, not only a basis 
of departure for all surveys to start from, in 
Henderson aud Daviess counties, but the means 
also, of closing and connecting any surveys al 
ready commenced, or which may be undertaken 
in the western coal field. 

A short time will suffice to carry that line into 
the eastern coal field, where it can be taken up 
by the eastern corps and carried across that field, 
for the attainment of the same objects in that 
district of the State. 

In the two hundred and two soils, sub-soils and 
under clays collected from different geological 
formations, which Ijave already undergone a 
chemical analysis, and are reported in this and 
the two preceding volumes, Kentucky has already 
undoubtedly done more towards obtaining a just 
knowledge of her agiicultural resources, than 
any State in the Union. There remains, howev 
er, much to be done, even in this department of 
the survey, as there are between forty and fifty 
counties f rom wliich either the analyses cannot be 
completed in lime for this report, or from which 
soils have yet to be collected and placed in the 
hands of the'chemist. Further, in many of the 
counties from which soils have been collected, and 
the chemical analyses reported, there are often 
several other varieties of soils that should be an- 
alysed, in order to give a complete insight into 
the agricultural character of the county. 

Besides the soils now* on hand, ready for the 
labors of the chemist, there are from sixty to one 
hundred specimens of ores, coals, limestones, 
marls. &.c., that still remain in the chemical de 
partmeiit of the survey at Lexington, besides 
probably as many more recently collected, and not 
placed in the chemist’s hands. 

In the paleontological department of the sur 
vey, including the very important investigations 
connected with the identification of coals by the 
organic remains in their shaly roofs, only a com 
meucemeut has yet been made. .My own lime 
has been so fullv occupied in field and general 
office work that 1 have been able, as yet, to <le 
vote but very li tie time to the specific determin 
utioiis of 'he many new species of organic re 
mains which have been collected Before they 
can be labeled, classified, and placed in the State 
cabinet, tbe.-e specimens must receive a thorough 
paleontological investigation. Ten plates of iin 
poitant and interesting genera and species will 
appear, aud be described in this volume; of these, 
the fossil plants have been studied and described 
by .VI. Leo Lesquereux; the crinoieda by Sidney 
S. Lyon, aud the Coal Measure inolusca by Ed- 
ward r. Fox. The two latter gentlemen I have 
aided oceasioually with counsel and opinion, 
where doubt and difficulties bave arisen, but oth- 
erwise riiy dutiert have not permitted me to share 
in their descriptions. 

The correspondence of the Geological Survey 
of Kentucky, which I have bad personally to at 
tend to, has already become a business which en 
cioaches largely on my other duties. 

To render the Geological Survey of Kentucky 
a complete and g|:*nerally useful work, all that 
lias been above enumerated must be done. It 
will then be in a condition, when the country be 
comes older, richer, and the forest is cleared 
away, to be connected with an extended Irigo 
nometricul survey, which all the States of the 
Union will undoubtedly ultimately receive, upou 
a plan somewhat similar to the ordinance survey 
of England, a work, which, in the present condi 
(ion ol the country, is impracticable, without an 
outlay beyond the means of its present popula- 
tion 

Those who will give these volumes a careful 
ami arteiitive perusal must be impressed with the 
vast amount of labor in the field, office and labo- 
ratory, which must have been necessary to accom 
plish so great a woik, uiid cannot fail to consider 
these Reports as amongst the most practically 
useful documents to the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, that have ever appeared; and bespeak, not 
only the skill, energy, untiring industry, and sys 
temaiic arrangements, which bave been brought 
lo bear on each Department of the Survey, but 
also the enlightered manner in which it has been 
conducted, and the members of the Geological 
corps of Kentucky deserve, truly, at the handsol 
Kentuckians, their most grateful acknowledge- 
ments.
